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TBE IRRIGATION QUESTION. 


T te Vtewa of Ih s State FDglneer as Con­ 
trasted w ith those of th e Eurveyor- 
General. 


E ds. ItixoBD U jtiox : I have re al with 
much interest the articles on irrigation and 
riparian ri^htü from the pen of our honorable 
Surveyor-General, as recently published in 
your paper, for I realize the importance of 
bringing the subject before the public, and 
am pleased to see this being done by one so 
competent as M r. Sbanklin. 
Having been charged with an ( fficial in­ 
vestigation of the subject, I am not free to 
speak unofficially, except in so far as I have 
already reported; but aa M r. Shank lia in 
calling attention to tli .t which I have w rit­ 
ten aud submitted, has, unintentionally, no 
doubt, misstated my position on the ques­ 
tion, 1 venture to make a correction. 
Toward the end c-f his third paper, in your 
issue of July 31st,»f:er reftrrir.g to my report 
of 18S1 in a very graceful manner, and sfter 
sayit g, “ W e agree a* Jo what should be done 
were oil obstacles removed, but we differ in 
th is”—nsmely, the removal or tnauner of re­ 
moving obstacles—ilr . Sbanklin concludes: 
“ H is (my) proposed plan would merely re­ 
quire l-’galation to quiet title in the present 
ciaimants (to water), virtually giving them 
control of tf.e waters < f the S trte ; while my 
idea is thr-.t legislation i* require ! to bring ali 
users to a common lev. 1 without giving pre­ 
ferred rights to favored cl i*e‘ s, but giving to 
each cultivator of the soil in pror-ortion to 
the land be cultivates, when there is water 
enough for all, or w¡ en there is e err city, 
then tre distribution as co quantity shall be 
proportionately dimini; bed, but no one ex­ 
cluded.” 
I make no criticism upon Mr. Shai.klin’s 
proposition, but desire to state my own posi­ 
tion, seeing th at the above interpretation of 
it is erroneous. 
Being instiuote! under the laws to make 
“ an investigation of the problems of irriga­ 
tion,” rmd to “ make such examinations a* 
may appear to be n< c. spxry f._-r the full and 
complete solution (f thsse problems,” I find, 
amongst other things, ia the irrigation coun­ 
ties, hundreds of claims to water exieting 
without intelligible record of their exteat, 
nature or foundation. A* Mr. Shankiin has ex­ 
plained, there have been a number of general 
and local or spefia! laws r.n the sut jje to f 
irrigation enacted in the S tate; and many 
decisions tmder 
these, tho common law 
and the U nited States statutes, affecting 
tight* or chim a which have been initiated 
under them or under tho custo-n of apprcpri 
ation, have heen made by the Courts, until, 
as a result, there is a pe:f?ct hodge-podge cf 
claimB and counter-claims active, sleeping or 
perhap» dead, a rd no one can go into any 
irrigation county of the State end, from the 
records or the facts to h r ascertained by in­ 
quiry, find out w hat ctaims exwt, much less 
v/hat rights have been established. 
Hence, there is a never-ending appeal to 
the Courts by water claimants f.¡r settle­ 
ment of their disputes, end a very great dis­ 
trust abroad in the safety of irrigation enter­ 
prise, entertained by these who would settle 
in the country e.s farmers aud f) uit-growers. 
I look upon this condition of things as the 
most unfortunate th at could well obtain, and 
I honestly believe th at it is doing more to re­ 
tard the advancement of this State in acquir­ 
ing a desirable population than any other one 
causa now operating, for I have had rnaDy 
opportunities of judging of tho disappoint­ 
m ent on this ecore which has met men of 
small capitel who have come here in search 
of homes and investment, and I know < f the 
feelings with which they have gone away. 
Thinking thus, I have strongly recom­ 
mended, as a first move, th at the Legislature 
take such steps as. will establish a* soon as 
possible tho status of each cf these water 
claims, and n.ake if, e o far as it is a good and 
vaiid claim, properly cf record ; aud then 
require each claimant of water to keep his 
claim posted up to date in the Recorder’s 
office by an annual sworn statem ent rf the 
extent of his diversiou and distribution for 
use. 
Going beyond this, I have suggested 
thxt the Stata take control ot the distribution 
of the wafers from the natural streams to the 
artificial canala, and thus see thnt the water 
is dealt cut according to the recognized 
claims, as it is done in every other irrigation 
country, and t-u s stop this eternal squabbling 
in the Courts and warfare cn the streams. 
And grin j s ill further, I have pciuted ont 
th at the State should retain tho power, under 
any circurns’aDces, to in-i t upon au econom­ 
ical use of waters in irrigation, so th at all the 
lands which it is possible to serve with th* 
supply may be watered. 
The legislation outlined in my report of 
1881, as was specially stated therein, was of­ 
fered e.s a suggc-tion, or.!y to servo as a start­ 
ing pr int for dhcussiou. 
I have not ventured to express an opinion 
as to whether tr t-re exist any valid exclusive 
claims or ri *hfs to w ater for irrigation or not, 
or what is the nature of tho claims, if any 
well founded. 
B ut I have tried, without a t­ 
tacking hay class of claims, to point out the 
absurd condition in which this irrigation in­ 
terest now j»—to show th at it is simply a bird 
of one ktrd for the ! gal fraternity to pluck, 
ond, at the same time, an object of another 
kind to scsre away wouid-be settlers in tfo 
country—th at in reality water Bpc.ropriators, 
riparian proprietors, and dry land owners, 
ono aud all, are tuff .ring fur tho want cf a 
defined and active i • icy r.n the part of the 
.State ia the m atter '■! irrigation, and th at it 
is the duty of the State to initiate such pro­ 
ceedings as will bring these troubles to a 
spmdy terminal ion. 
Mr. Shack io, unintentionally, perhaps, 
hss conveyed the idea th at I would confirm 
existing water claims as a solution of the 
problem. 
This is not ir. acc-rdince with 
what I have reported. 
B ut I do say now 
th at it were belter to set up and rtc»ga:ze 
w ater monopolies by Legislative action nt 
once, end then regulate them by statute uu- 
der the Constitution, than to let motter* drift 
a? they are drifting at present iu this regard, 
for to this erd will we come a t li=t, and then 
the wh~l* m atter will be in a meet unman 
ageabie form, for m st.y roaeocs which it 
would t«ka too much spice to (resent here. 
I seo in th? ro t dis’aut future an outcome 
wherein th:.s subject w ii be so muddled by 
piece'cei! treatm ent in the Courts, as point 
by point—in n> consecutive order or broad 
scope—the questions at law aro brought be­ 
fore them, It.st not1 icg but continued and 
everiksticg iitizati n can be trade of it. 
W hen oiher thousind* upon thousand* of 
dollars wdl hove h ;.n expended ia wrang­ 
ling a 'd ot' er millions will have been wasted 
in flic tv . o-li* ia c iu licite and without 
system, and w cn a desi-ab'e clies rf set­ 
tlers will ! ftv 1 been hepi from our State, 
theu will Jh rre be cause for outcry more 
widespread than any which low ex’sts, ar.d 
one which will come as near h o t'e ai any 
cause well can come. 
Now, I w ant to avoid ttis es a first strp by 
State legislation, authorizing r.t.d directing 
som» constituted authority to rail upon ali 
claimants rf water to prove up their claims 
to the extent they have been made gocd, if nt 
all, under tho laws end C» nstitutior, and 
make th e m - f r--cord according to somegen- 
eral stayJ-xr-t cf measurement a* to amount. 
This i? a preliminary step only ; and if per­ 
chance thore ore no valid water claims for ir­ 
rigation existi- g in the State, as I under­ 
stand M r. Shankiin to m aintain, then the 
Courts will .to find, ro doubt, aud the whol) 
m atter will be ■ rostly simplified. 
Or if, per- 
chancp. the Legislature has complete control 
over ali sraters in tho streans», and can regu­ 
láis their disposition without regsrd to p ri­ 
vate claims, as Mr. Phanklin thinks it can, 
i ’ (the Legislature) may find this out wheu 
it comes to consider the subject on a broad 
basis. 
Sty aim has been to urge legislative con­ 
sideration and sc ion looking to State regu­ 
lation of irrigation affairs, to the esd that the 
wa’er be caos d to irrigate sll the land it can 
be made to setve, and th at at a minimum of 
cost to tb? irrigators. 
A settlement of w ater-right quarrels and a 
Slate supervision of works and diversions cf 
w ater ia necessary to accomplish this end. 
Tho difference between Mr. Shankiin and 
myself is, therefore, that I have not ventured 
an opinion ou legal points—ss to State au­ 
thority—but press the State to exercise what 
authority she has, a to n e s, to tffect a solu­ 
tion ; while Mr. Shankiin, beirg a lawyer, 
has written a very interesting opinion to the 
point th at the State ha* complete control 
over the water* and can do os she fees fit by 
legislative enactm ent in the prem iss.

A S acram entan’s Enthusiasm 
Sierra BescrL 


A well-know n citizen, now ram bling in 
the Sierras, w rites to tho R eookd-U nion 
from Tahoe, nnder date of Ju ly 27th, as 
follows : 


Of course you have never heard of T a­ 
hoe. 
N othing has heretofore been w ritten 
of it and its surroundings. 
A rtists nor 
sketchers have never painted nor daubed 
upon its varied scenery. 
No poet has yet 
turned hia lyre nor invoked th e M u 9eupon 
its crystal w aters, or the grandeur of the 
surroundings. 
But, jesting all aside, after 
all th a t has been w ritten, the artists' skill 
exhausted, the poets muse lulled to quiet, 
still there has not been even an introduction 
to the beauteous tales and classic legends 
accompanying th e grandeur of th e lake and 
scenery along the Truckee river. 
Right 
here let me say th a t it is a burning dis­ 
grace to this S tate to perm it the wanton 
dcstrncbion of those m ajestic old patriarchs 
of the forest, aud also the perversion of 
th a t beautiful watercourse which takes :ta 
rise a t Tahoe, and flows to th e west. T hat 
splendid sport of brook-trout fiBhing is cer­ 
tainly ruined by the greed of w ealth, in 
constructing so many flooding dams and 
the em ptying of saw dust into this hereto­ 
fore pure and picturesque stream . 
I agree 
w ith th e R k co rd -U n io n , which has often 
through its columns urged th e necessity of 
some national interference in Becuring the 
preservation of these m ountain forests and 
watercourses. 
W hy, every mile of the route from 
Truckee to Tahoe is teem ing w ith objects 
of grandeur, interest and beauty, and ac­ 
companied w ith legends as beautiful and 
m ythological as 
those em anating from 
classic lore. 
Look a t th a t huge old cliff 
which carries its record of ages long prior 
to the Biblical account of the origin of the 
earth aDd m ankind. 
See the old m an's 
face, 
which 
stands out in 
bold relief 
thousands of feet above you. 
(By the 
way, the profile is a striking resem blance 
to the N ast profiles of Roscoe Conkling.) 
Then upon another view of the same cliff 
appears the outlines of an old w om an’s 
face, which has its legends as varied as 
they are absurd. 
Then comes (all this you 
are aw are is on the road from Truckee to 
Tahoe) th a t w ondrous Indian m ound, com­ 
posed of a huge pile of stones. 
I t is said 
to be of Indian origin. 
Hero again we 
have legends as num erous as there are 
Bohemians th a t see it. 
I t is said by 
M ajor Stonehill, a law yer and Bohemian, 
th a t 300 hundred years ago 750 w arrior 
chiefs were buried there, and th at every 
tim e one of any of the tribes who are rep­ 
resented in this tom b of antiquity paeses 
this spot an additional stone is placed upon 
it. 
H istorian A lbert G allatin gives an en­ 
tirely different account, and places the 
dates about 17,000 years ago, and the num ­ 
ber of Indian chiefs at a m uch larger num ­ 
ber. 
I at first contem plated calling this 
mound “ ¡S ton chill,” b ut now will have to 
defer the name until some other learned 
m ythologist comes 
th a t way. 
B at at 
Tahoe we have the finest specimen of com­ 
binations. 
The first thing th a t strikes th e 
eye is “ Postoffice,” Custom -house ” “ bill­ 
iards,” all iu one house, and over all of 
which the “ old flag” proudly floats, which 
is certainly a very funny compound of 
Governm ent offices and pleasure, strongly 
suggestive of*'Colonel Sellers, “ th e old 
flag and an appropriation.” 
This is a m ost charm ing place for a sum ­ 
mer resort. 
One does n ot have to lie 
awake all night to study how grandly he 
can say “ good m orning” to th e other 
visitors. 
All come here for pleasure, and 
they have it. 
No airs of superiority of 
wealth appeaf, and all who are tru e gentle­ 
men and ladies m eet upon a level, aud ju st 
literally go in for a good tim e. 
The G rand C entral H otel is a t present 
crowded w ith the jolliest lot of pleasure- 
seekers one would wish to m eet. 
The 
w eather is all th a t the m ost fastidious old 
invalid could desire. 
Trout-fishing, though 
not so good as a m onth ago, stili affords 
abundant sport for those th a t w ay inclined. 
Q uite a num ber of Sscram eatans are at 
Idlew ild, and ecveral at th e G rand C entral 
Hotel. 
To-morrow I take a trip to Tailac and 
Glenbrook, at which points you may poa- 
sibiy hear from 
'S acramentan.

Lewis Angelí, Sanitary Inspector of W est 
Ham , in K»sex, an outlying district of Lon­ 
don, says, in illustration ot the prevalence 
of sanitary defects even in the best houses, 
and of the need of thorough inspection, 
t: a t in the civic palace of the Lord M ayor 
of London, “ three-quarters of ar. inch of 
floating fungi scurf was recently found on 
tne surface, and three-eights of an inch of 
mnd at the bottom of the cisterns, while a 
bottle of w ater on bis lordship’s table con­ 
tained hundreds of nem atoid w orm s.” Of­ 
fensive mnd and anim al organisms were 
also fonnd in th e ciBtern of the A thecieam 
Clnb, St. Jam es. 
W e habitually defy dis­ 
ease when we leave the doors of cur closets 
open and the windows sh at. 
The reverse 
ought to be the practice. 
H e believes th at 
sanitary science should be p u t Ain a par 
w ith literary and m athem atical studies in 
the schools, and th a t public and official in­ 
spection should be provided for everyw here, 
the expense in th e care of new buildings to 
be m et by fees charged upon tho owners 
and builders, who expect to derive a profit 
from them . 
H e commends w hat has been 
done in Chicago in the official inspection of 
tenem ents, and th e official supervision of 
plum bing th a t has recently been adopted 
in New York.

As an Aid to th e B arom eter In P redicting 
A pproaching Storm s 


The following on electricity as an aid to 
the barom eter in predicting approaching 
storm s was com piled by Sergeant Jam es A. 
Barwick, of tho Sacram ento Signal Office, 
from th e official reports furnished his office 
by G eneral Hazen, C hief Signal Officer, 
W ashington, D. C. : 
T hat electricity has m uch to do w ith the 
condition of the w eather, and w ith its 
num erous, constantly-recurring 
changes, 
is known to every one. 
T here is ju st now 
a disposition am ong m eteorologists to give 
this m ysterious force m uch of th e cred it 
heretofore aw arded to heat, for th e general 
circulation of the atm osphere, th e perm a­ 
nent, ever-flowing winds. 
I t therefore be­ 
comes im portant to have a series of ob­ 
servations made, Eeveral tim es a day, and 
continued through m any years, show ing 
the quantity and kind of electricity in th e 
atm osphere. 
I t is fair to suppose th a t 
such observations m ight be m ade of great 
utility in our endeavor to anticipate the 
approach of storm s upon our lake-shores 
aud Bea-coasts, 
for th e benefit of com ­ 
merce. 
So far as is known, Dr. W islize- 
nus, of St, Louis, M o., is the only person 
in this country who has applied 
him ­ 
self to the elimination of this im portant 
problem of atm ospheric electricity. 
H e 
devotes to this subject an am ount of 
patience and persevering labor which e n ti­ 
tles him to the thanks of all m eteorolo­ 
gists. 
To m ake six regular daily observa­ 
tions, each requiring csreful m anipulation, 
and to continue them from m onth to m outh 
for more than tea consecutive years, w ith 
no other hope of rew ard than the conscious­ 
ness of adding t j the sum of hum an know l­ 
edge, is a task few would voluntarily u n ­ 
dertake, 
Dr. W islizeuus, owing to weak 
gave up the observations, but turned 
hj8 instrum ents over to fcúe W ashington 
U niversity, of St. Louis, Mo , for the p u r­ 
pose of continuing the record. 
The late 
Professor J . A. Lapham says th a t from 
these extended observations of Dr. W is- 
liztnus the following facts have been de­ 
duced : 
1. T h at cu r atm osphere is alm ost alw ays 
charged u ith electricity ; of 2,200 observa­ 
tions made in 1801, only 59 indicated zero, 
or a non electric condition. 
2. T his electricity is almost alw ays posi­ 
tive ; of 2,121 observations, only 78 were 
negative. 
3. T his negative electricity appears gene­ 
rally in greater intensity than the positive, 
and is usually attended by (11 th u n d er­ 
storm s, (2) common rains w ithout thunder, 
or (3) high w inds w ithout rain or thunder. 
4. T here is a regular daily periodicity, 
w ith tw o m axim a and tw o m inima ; the 
form er at 9 a. m. and o p. m ; the latter at 
3 P. v and (probably) about m idnight. 
5. The qu an tity of positive electricity is 
greatest in w inter and less in summer, cor­ 
responding uinversely in their hemisphere 
w ith th e curve of tem perature. 
(>. I t seems probable th at there is also an 
annual periodicity, analagons to the period­ 
icity of th e sun spots, the m agnetic ele­ 
m ents and th e - aurora. 
This will be de­ 
cided v. hen the ob-ervations have heen con­ 
tinued a few years more. 
W ith reference 
to the possibility of 
predicting the approach of storm s from 
these electrical, observations, Dr. W isliza- 
nus w rites th a t he “ had many tim es occa­ 
sion to observe how easily the equili­ 
brium

electricity 
is 
dÍ9tuibed. 
Q uite 
d istan t 
.-ainfalls 
and 
thuuder- 
siorins often made the electricity here (St. 
Louie) disappear at once ;

In the winter, when strong 
positive electricity, w ith fair and cold 
w eather, declines cr disappears entirely, 
w ithout any appreciable local cause, I 
have efien predicted a contem poraneous 
considerable snowfall a t great distances, 
and the telegraph generally confirmed m y 
an. position trom such localities a* Cairo, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, 
Buffalo, aud even 
New h oik. 
The accum ulation of positive 
electricity there, as is nsual w ith snow- 
fa!1*, sci .m -t to have produced vacuum 
here in S t 1 ni?. 
The sensibility of the 
electro: ■ 
r ¡; -u t > c-anges is far greater 
th an t. at » t the bare: :eter. 
D ry storm s, 
too, <: mi great violence and of more looal 
cxtcur, • li -r ofo.t. the e’ectiem cter, while 
the barom eter tcareely snows any fluctua­ 
tion , 
But iu strong gales, th a t are invari­ 
ably accompanied by sudden depression ef 
the barom eter, th? electrom eter confirms 
and corroborates the barom eter by a sud­ 
den change into m ost intonso negativa 
electricity, lasting during th e gale. 
The 
electrom eter became th u s a m ost valuable 
aid to the practical 
purposes 
of 
the 
barom eter.” 
The only reason w hy observation on a t­ 
mospheric electricity has r o t tee n taken by 
t i e Signal Service is because cf th e very 
delicate nature of th e instrum ent a t pres­ 
ent used, and the difficulties of m aking th e 
observations were such th a t th ey ccnld not 
become general. 
T hera is an eU ctrom eter 
made th at is self-registering by photogra­ 
phy, hut the cost of such instrum ents, and 
the delicate nature of th eir construction, 
debars them from coming into general use, 
for a 
good 
self-registering 
instrum ent 
would cost som ething over §200. 
If our 
electricians could devise some m ere sim ple 
and easily-m anaged electrom eter, and one 
th at would not cost so m uch, th e object 
could be accomplished and an additional 
certainty given t.q th e conjecture of th e 
“ probabilities” or “ in dications” of the 
approach or occurrence of Btorms. 
Iu a report on tho observations of atm os­ 
pheric electricity, m ade (during Ja n u ary , 
1879) seven tim es a day a t M ontsouris, it 
is stated th at during a recent long contin­ 
uance of high pressure, and w ith a variety 
of cold and unpleasant w eather, th e indi­ 
cations wero invariably of positive elec­ 
tricity ; th a t the change to negative elec­ 
tricity took place sim ultaneously w ith the 
change to w arm er, thaw ing w eather. 
I t 
is also stated th a t th e electric indications 
at the Kew O bservatory, England, wero 
the same as a t M ontsouris, Fiance. 
For observations of atm ospheric elec­ 
tricity M. M ascsrt uses a Thom son electro­ 
m eter connected w ith a vessel having a 
cintinuous outflow of w ater. 
The deflec­ 
tions of tho needie are tran sm itted every 
tw o and a half m inutes to a pencil, which 
records them on a sheet of paper. 
The 
series of traces form a curve, no t continu­ 
ous, indeid, ’out nearly so. ThiB apparatus 
was put ¡n action a t th e College of Fiance 
in February, 1879, and th e carves obtained 
during the following five m onths present 
-cveral interesting features. 
T he potential 
of the air is shown to he generally positive, 
w ith more or less rapid variations. 
In bad 
w eather th e curve» become m ore irregular ; 
rain nearly alw ays produces very great 
negative 
deflections. 
T he 
change 
of 
sign 
appear* 
before 
th e 
rain comes ; 
sometimes 
rain 
is 
followed 
by 
very 
high 
positive 
indications. 
T here 
are 
also 
some 
very 
rare 
cases 
of 
posi­ 
tive rains, and of great negative deflections 
w ithout apparent rain in the neighborhood. 
(This predom inance of negative electricity 
in rain clouds M. M ascart regards as an 
im portant point in the question of the ori­ 
gin of atm ospheric electricity.) 
N eglect­ 
ing accidental variations, one is struck by 
the fact th a t the electricity ia m uch more 
uniform a t night and more variable by day. 
There ia an electrom eter w ith a photo­ 
graphic self-register in use a t the K ew Ob­ 
servatory. E ngland, b ut I am unable at pres­ 
en t to give any results of the observations 
for th e year or more it has been in use. 
An instrum ent of th a t kind would forever 
set a t rest th e electrical question of the 
north winds of California. 
I am in corre­ 
spondence w ith L. G. T illottson & Co., 
N ew Y ork, and Jam es W . Queen & Co., 
Philadelphia, regarding a self-registering 
electrom eter, and if the cost is not too 
m uch and the instrum ent not too liable to 
get ont ot order, th ere m ay be a prospect 
ahead of testing th e electricity in our 
atm osphere 
the 
coming 
rainy 
season ; 
thereby, al:o, testing its assistance to the 
barom eter in regard to forecasting a p ­ 
proaching storm*. 
Professor N ipher, of 
th e W ashington U niversity, St. Louis, is 
using a Thom son portable electrom eter, 
and it may be possible to get ono of th e 
same kind for use a t this point. 
N ot hav­ 
ing heard from him regarding the m atter, 
I am y e t unable to say anything about it.

“ tioners ask that a Commission of Con­ 
g re s s be appointed to consider this eub- 
“ ject, with ability to sit during recess.” 
The facts about the decline of the shipping 
interest ought by this time to be familisr 
to every schoolboy, and unless Congress is 
prepared to act in the premises we do not 
see what good a Congressional Commission 
is likely to do. 
The merchants of Boston 
certainly cannot expect to obtain from 
such a source any recondite information on 
the subject. 
It Í3 thoroughly well known 
now that the shipping interest began to 
decline in 18->6, and has been declining 
ever since. -Iu I860 American ships car­ 
ried 75 per cent, of all the experts and 
imports of the country. 
In 1S81 no less 
than S3 
per 
cant, 
of 
our 
exports 
and 
imports was carried 
in 
foreign 
bottoms. 
The causes of this state of 
things are not simple but complex. 
The 
primary causa was that revolution in ship, 
building which substituted iron for wood 
as the material of ships. 
When that 
change took place Great Britain possessed 
all the facilities for iron ship-building, and 
therefore she took the lead in that indus­ 
try. 
W t were not in a position to com­ 
pete with her at once. 
Our forte had long 
been wooden ship-building, and all our 
yards were adapted to that kind alone. 
Nor, even if we had possessed the facilities, 
could we have built iron ships as cheaply 
as England. But we might have prevented 
our shipping interest from decaying by 
buying English vessels and hoisting the 
American flag on them, had not Congress 
made that impossible by the enactment of 
the navigation laws. 


These law s tied th e hands of our m er­ 
chants and shipow ners. 
They could not 
build iron ships for them selves, and they 
were prohibited from 
purchasing them 
abroad. 
Then came th e tariff and the re 
bellioD, to com plete th e w ork of disor 
ganization, and betw een theBo agencies the 
Am erican 
shipping 
in terest 
has been 
brought to its present'm oribund condition 
A nd it m u st bo realized th a t as the case 
stands it is beyond the ability of Congress 
to restore th e dying interest. 
A fter so 
long a period of decadence recovery would 
be slow under the mo3t favorable circum 
stances, 
\ \ e have allowed our principal 
rival 
tw en ty 
years 
of monopoly, aDd 
we cannot now take the trade we have 
lost into our hands again a t will. 
By re­ 
pealing th e navigation law s and m odifying 
the tariff Congress would remove some 
of th e m ost form idable barriers, b u t it 
could no t tu rn capital into the abandoned 
channel. 
As to w hat th e Boston petition­ 
ers say about the injury to our seafaring 
men, th a t 
is past praying for. 
As a 
m atter of course there is no class of A m eri­ 
can seamen who are languishing for ships. 
That class ceased to exist nearly a genera 
tioc ago. 
The plain tru th is th a t if we 
could restore th e shipping interest to-m or­ 
row we should have to go abroad for men 
to man our m erchant m arine. 
For it m ust 
be realized th a t when, as in this case, a 
whole class find them selves throw n out of 
employm ent, they do not sit.d o w n and 
w ait for b etter tim es, bu t they at once 
look about for some other occupation. 
1 his is w hat has happened w ith our sail­ 
ors. 
They have become laudsm en. 
They 
had to live, and so they took up w hatever 
means of livelihood offered. 
And it must also be remembered that 
while the men who were the pride of our 
merchant navy twenty years ago are by 
this time either too old for work, or dead, 
the succeeding generation contained no 
element which has boen hrod ,to the sea. 
The Boston petitioners are therefore uuder 
a delusion when they talk of the injury 
done to the class who wonld seek their 
living on the sea if they could. 
That class 
has ceased to exist, and it will take years 
to supply its place in any event. 
If the 
navigation laws wero repealed, no doubt 
our merchants could begin to buy foreign- 
built ship3. 
If the tariff also were modi­ 
fied it might become possible to build 
them in the country. 
But capital has 
been diverted from that form of industry 
so many years that it would be hard work 
getting it back again, and unfortunately 
there is very little probability that Con­ 
gress will recognize the necessity of re­ 
moving the obstructions which exist. 
It 
is more likely that the result of a Con­ 
gressional Committee 
would 
be some 
recommendations looking to the establish­ 
ment of a system of bounties ; which 
would be like tying the legs of half the 
community, and then taxing the other half 
to buy crutches for the cripples. 
There is 
only one healthy, economical and rational 
way by which our shipping interest can be 
restored, and even if that way were fol­ 
lowed it wonld lie the work of time to 
bring about the revival.

present impossible to conjecture. It may 
lead to the repudiation of the Saltan as 
Caliph of the Faithful.

a great war, in which the principal Moslem 
races shall take part, and in which Eng­ 
land seems destined to bear the brunt on 
the side of Christendom. The Sultan is evi­ 
dently nervcus concerning the new Prophet, 
and the Moslem of Africa at least are 
greatly excited. 
That El Mehdi will ex­ 
ercise a decided influence of ■ some kind 
upon the Egyptian situation appears well 
nigh certain, nor is it possible that Arabi 
should succeed in supplanting him.

W a sh in g t o n , August 1st.—The Cabinet 
to-day decided on a veto of the river and har­ 
bor appropriation bill. 
The President* sent 
his message to Congress this afternoon. 
The 
following is the message iu full ; 
To the House of Bepresentatives : 
Having 
watched with much interest the progress ot 
House bill No._ 6.242, entitled “ Au Act 
makjng appropriations for the construction, 
repair and preservation of certain works on 
rivers and hatbois, and for other purposes 
and having since it was received carefully ex­ 
amined it, after m ature consideration I am 
constrained to return it herewith to the House 
of Representatives, in whioh it originated, 
without my signature, and with my objections 
to its passage, 
Many appropriations in the 
bill are clearly for the general welfare ard are 
most beneficial in their character. 
Two of 
the objects for which provision is made were 
by me considered so im portant th at I fait it 
my duty to direct to them the attention of 
Congress in my annual message of Dscember 
last. 
I urged then the vital importance of 
legislation for the reclamation of marshes 
and for the establLhmcnt of harbor linse 
along the Potomac front. 
In April last, by 
a rpscial message, I recommended an appro­ 
priation for the improvement of the Missis­ 
sippi river. 
I t is not necessary th at 1 say 
th at when my signature would m ike a bill of 
appropriations for these and other valuable 
national objects a law, it is with great 
reluctance, and 
only under 
a 
sense of 
■duty that I withhold my signature. 
My 
principal objection to the bill is th at it con­ 
tains appropriations for purposes not for the 
common defense or the general welfare, and 
which does not promote commerce among the 
States. 
These provisions, on the contrary, 
are entirely for the benefit of particular lo­ 
calities, in which it is proposed to make im­ 
provements. 
I regard such appropriations of 
public money as beyond the powers given by 
the Constitution to Congress and the Presi­ 
dent. 
I 
feel 
ail 
the 
more 
bound 
to 
withhold my 
signature 
from 
the 
bill 
because 
of 
the 
peculiar 
evils 
which 
manifestly result from this infractiou of the 
Constitution. 
Appropriations of this nature, 
to bs devoted purely to local objects, tending 
to increase in number and amount. 
As a 
citizen of one State, I find th at money is to 
be raised for which others, ia common with 
tue whole country, are taxed, and it is to be 
expended for local improvement ia another 
State. 
Thesa others demand similar'benefits 
for themselves, and it is not unnatural that 
they should seek to indemnify themselves for 
such 
use 
of 
public 
funds, 
by 
secur­ 
ing appropriations 
for similar improve­ 
m ents in their own neigborhood. 
Thus 
as the 
bill becomes more obj actionable, 
it 
secares 
the 
more 
support. 
This 
result invariably, and necessarily follows the 
neglect to observe constitutional limitations 
imposed upon the lawmaking power. 
Appro­ 
priations for river and harbor improvements 
have, under the influences to which I have 
alluded, increased year by year cut of all 
proportion to the progress of the country, 
great as th at has been. 
In 1870 the aggre­ 
gate appropriation was 83.975 900 ; in 1875, 
86,018.517 50; in 1880, SS 976,500; and in 
1881, $11,451,350, while by tho present Act 
there is appropriated 818,743,875. 
While 
feelii g every disposition to leave to the Legis­ 
lature the responsib; ¡ ,y of determining what 
amount should be appropriated for the purpose 
of the bill, so long as the appropriations 
are confined to the objects indicated by the 
grant of power, I cannot escape the conclu- 
«ion that, as part of the law-making power 
of the Government, a duty devolves upon mo 
to withhold my signature from a bill contain­ 
ing appropriations which, in my opinion, 
greatly exceed in amonnt the needs of the 
country for the present fiecal year. 
It being 
the usage to provide money for these purposes 
by annual appropriation bills, toe 1'resident 
i<, in effect, directed t > expend so large an 
amount of money within so brief a period 
th at the expenditure" cannot be economically 
and advantageously made. 
The extravagant 
expenditure of public money is an evil not to 
be measured by the value of th at morey 
to 
the 
people who 
are tsxrd for it. 
They sustain a greater injury in the demor­ 
alizing effect produced upon those who arc 
iutrusted with official duty, through all the 
ramifications of the Government. 
These ob 
jections could be removed, and every consti­ 
tutional purpose readily obtained, ehou'd 
Congress enact that one-ha'f only of the ag­ 
gregate amount provided for iu the bill will 
be appropriated for expenditure during the 
fiscal year, and th at the sum so appropriated 
be expended only for such object named in 
the bill as the Secretary of W ar, uhder direc­ 
tion of the President, shall determ ine; pro­ 
vided, th at in 
no esses shall 
the 
ex­ 
penditure 
for any 
one 
purpose exceed 
the sura now designated by the bill for this 
parpóse. I feel authorized to make this sng 
gestión because of the duty imposed upon 
the President by the Constitution to recom­ 
mend to the consideration of Congre s snch 
measures as he shall deem necessary and ex­ 
pedient, and because it is my eat nest desire 
th at public works which are in progress shall 
suffer no Injury. 
Congress will also eonveae 
again in a few months, when the whoie sub­ 
ject will be open for their consideration.

County F inasces.—I t is stated on the 
authority of Samuel Blair, who is well kcown 
to bs the most faithful member of the Board 
of Supervisors, th at the t eaeury of the 
connty is empty, and that, from the present 
tim e until a collection of laxo», audited 
claims against the connty will bear seven per 
c e n t interest. 
Mr. lilair thinks that at the 
close of the present fiscal Year the general 
fund will bo in debt $40,OSO, and th at if the 
debts of the county—that is, the audited 
claims—are paid during next year and the 
current expanses of the next fiscal year are 
met, th at the rate of taxation cannot bo less 
than two per cent. 
By the compromise ef­

from the railroad about $26,000.

RAILROA D 
TA XES. 


The Ruling; of Judge Sawyer In the 
Ü S. Clrcu t Court at.San Francisco. 


Justice Field at San Fraccieco, Monday, 
rendered the decision of the United States 
Circuit Court, denying the motion eubmit- 
ted some days ago, to remand the case of 
the County of San Mateo vs. the Southern 
Pacific Railroad to the Superior Court of 
San Mateo county for tria l 
As this caae 
is one of a number of suits brought in dif­ 
ferent counties against the Central Pacific, 
Southern Pacific and the San Francisco and 
N orth Pacific Riilroads, to recover State 
and connty taxes claimed to be due, it is to 
be considered as deciding the others. 
The 
motion was argued July 11th and 17 th by 
Creed Haymond, Delos L»ke, T. B. Bishop, 
and T. I, Bergin for the large companies, 
and J. A, Johnson for the San Francisco 
and N orth Pacific Railroad. 
Attorney. 
General H art represents the State. 
Dis­ 
trict Attorney W are appears for Sonoma 
oounty ; Du Brutz for Tulare county ; G 
V. Smith for Kern county, and Rhodes-k 
Barstow for San Mateo connty. 
The trials 
are set for September 19th. 
Only such 
cases will be tried as the District Attorneys 
desire to press for trial. 
Included in the 
claims against the railroad companies are 
the delinquencies and fines under the rul­ 
ings of the State Board of Equalization. The 
plaintiffs claim that jurisdiction of the cases 
belongs to the Superior Courts of the sev­ 
eral counties. 
Justice Field sustains the 
position of the defendants, holding that the 
Federal Courts have such jurisdiction. 
After reviewing the points raised on both 
sides—one of which, by the railroad com­ 
panies, was that double taxation resulted 
from the rulings of the State Board of 
Equalization, and th at discrimination had 
been exercised against them contrary to 
the provisions of the fourteenth amend­ 
ment of the Federal Constitution, which 
provides equal rights and liberties to all— 
and analyzing the clauses of both the Fed­ 
eral and State Constitutions, under which 
the railroad companies claimed protection, 
h^ held, with Justice Miller and Chief J u r - 
tic.. Marshall, that such cases as the one 
before the Court were decidedly within its 
jurisdiction. 
The fourteenth amendment 
implied, he said, th at in distributing the 
burden of sustaining the general or local 
Government there should be no discrimi­ 
nation against any class, although this did 
not prcclnde a difference in local taxation 
for certain purposes. 
I t had been indis­ 
putably held that corporations, which are 
composed of 
individuals, come equally 
with individuals under the protection of 
the amendment. 
The fifth amendment 
was also cited in affirmance cf the propo­ 
sition that the property of corporations 
was protected from confiscation equally 
with that of individuals. 
The railroad 
companies view this decision as a long step 
in their favor toward final victory.—[Morn­ 
ing Call, August 1st.

NEWS. 


Judge H unt has granted a new trial in 
the case of Olga Gerzikousky, who sued 
the Board of Relief of the I. O. O. F. to 
recover §1,000 on the life of her husband. 
It is provided by the rules of the Order, 
that in caseB of suicide no insurance money 
is to be paid. 
The deceased in this case 
took his own life, but it was claimed at the 
previous trial he waa insane when he com- 
nutted the act. 
Judgm ent at th at time 
was rendered in favor cf defendant. 
Several more witnesses in the great opi­ 
um case were examined before United 
States Commissioner O’Bsirne Monday. 
The Secretary of the Hop Kee Company 
swore that he signed the tax roll which was 
sworn to by Hop Kee k Co., on the 24th 
of March, 1881, and which showed that 
the company had no opium on board on 
that dato. 
This is contrary to the state­ 
ment of a witness for the claimants, who 
has sworn that Hop Kee &. Co. had §25,000 
worth of opiam on hand at the date men­ 
tioned. 
An objection to using this state­ 
ment in evidence was referred to Judge 
Sawyer, together with objections to the in- 
troiiuction of letters to the Revenue Officer, 
asking for domestic opium stamps. 
Captain Dixon, of the British steamship 
Malabar, was before United States Com­ 
missioner Sawyer Monday for examination 
on a charge of having carried eighty-five 
passengers in excess of the number allowed 
by American measurement. 
Judge Hoff­ 
man held in the Strathairly case, that, 
however, being a British vessel, she should 
be governed by British measurement, which 
allows one passenger to every sixteen cubic 
feet, while by American law one passenger 
only is allowed for every eighteen cubic 
feet. 
The British law applied to the Mal­ 
abar would reduce the excess in the num­ 
ber of her passengers from eighty-five to 
two, and as she is a British vessel she was 
held amenable to the British regulations. 
He paid the tine for the two unlawful pas­ 
sengers, amounting to §100. 
The trial of 
the case of Andrew F. 
Craven and N ettie R. Craven, his wife, 
against the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, was commenced Monday. 
The com­ 
plaint sets forth that on the 28th of last 
October Mrs. N ettie Craven took passage 
on the local train of cars for A’ameda. She 
attem pted to alight at the Willow street 
station, but, as is alleged, through the 
carelessness of the employes of the com­ 
pany, the train started too soon and she 
waa thrown violently to the ground. 
Her 
hip joint was fractured and her thigh bone 
broken. 
Her physicians state that she can 
never thoroughly recover the use of her 
limbs. 
She asks for §20,000 damages, 
§387 59 for the loss of her salary as teacher 
of the Powell street primary school in this 
city, and §697 for money expended daring 
her illness.
